T. B. On Rise 
In County 

The- Lake County Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium Doard re-, 
ports an increase in the num- 
ber of tuberculosis cases in 
Lake County in 19(53. 

After the introduction of 
new ■ •■tuberculosis - fighting 
drugs In the 1050's, it was 
hoped that tuberculosis 
would soon be permanently 
ticked. In the sixties, the 
incidence of T.B. started to 
rise again. 

The rise in T.B. is not con- 
fined to Lake County. Illi- 
nois, Michigan and probably 
the entire nation have more 
cases. 

The increase in T.R. is 
more difficult to control, ac- 
cording to the annual report 
of the Lake County Sanator- 
ium Hoard, because of the 
Influx of new residents and 
migrant workers. 

The total revenue of the 
Sanatorium- in 1U03 was 
$<l3r,'f)53.u0. Total expenses 
were $500,320.00. The tax 
rate for the Institution has 
declined steadily since 1959. 
In 1959, it was $.015 per $100 
of assessed valuation: in 
lOtiO. .041; in 1961, .030, and 
in 19(12, .031. 

In 1993, 14,144 visits were 
made to the clinic by outpa- 
tients. 422 persons received 
hospital care.

More Traffic Means 
More Business 

■* Last week's Antioch News carried a" news 
story about the Bureau of Tourism, 

Antioch V Chamber of Commerce, the Vil- 
lage Board, and everyone else who is interested in. 
the future of Antioch have been seeking means to 
advertise the town and draw' industry and trade. 
It seems to us that here is something Well worth 
investigating. 

The Division of Tourism is a state-wide ef- 
fort to advertise and draw tourist trade to the 
state*. The success of such programs is easily seen 
in neighboring Wisconsin and Minnesota. 

Autioch's prosperity, in the past, has been 
built on tourist trade. It came easily then, because 
ilus area was readily 'accessible for vacationing 
Chicagoans. 

. " As cars improved, Chicagoans could range 
farther afield. i\ntioch, 1$ an area, has done little 
to advertise it's attractions. 

The Antioch area still has much to offer as a 
vacation spot. Proximity to Chicago means less 
travel time. There is more recreation available 
than ever before — bowling alleys, a ski area near- 
by, golf,' the lakes, a country atmosphere. Yet 
Antioch, as an area, does not advertise itself. 

Now the Division of Tourism offers match- 
ing funds to any organization that wishes to ad- 
vertise the tourist attractions of it's areas/Trade 
for tiie town of Antioch must be drawn from the 
more rural areas around it. A concerted campaign 
by Anlioeh's Chamber of Commerce, working 
with businesses and resorts in the rural areas, is 
certain to draw more traffic to. the area, with a 
corresponding increase in trade.

First, jails are overcrowd- 
ed now. There just isn't any 
place for more prisoners. 
Second, conditions in jails 
are such Unit no one wants 
to put a decent young per- 
son in them— and if this law 
were enforced, there would 
be a good many decent young 
people who would be candl : 
dates for a jail sentence. 
Third, a jail sentence is 9 
black mark on a young per- 
son's record that' can't be 
erased. Few judges would 
want to impose a jail sen- 
tence on young people where 
there were extenuating clr- 
cumstaances, or for a first of- 
fense. And a law of this 
kind should carry a penalty 
that police officers and judg- 
es will have no hesitancy in 
enforcing in all cases. 

So many hours of work, or 
physical punishment — . sev- 
eral judges have siiown ex- 
cellent results with both 
these methods. Neither one 
has been tried in Lake Coun- 
ty. If we're really serious 
about wanting to curb under- 
age drinking in Lake County, 
wo have to try something. 
Why not give ii a try? 



Your Congressfnan 
Reports...!; 

By Cong. Robert McCIory 

An unfortunate and yot 
inescapable characteristic of 
big government is duplica- 
tion of effort. Duplication is 
particularly prevalent and es- 
pecially wasteful in the field 
of research. Total research 
costs of our Federal govern- 
ment arc estimated at more 
than $14. billion, or approxi- 
mately 15% of tho total na- 
tional budget. 

In connections with hear- 
ings being conducted by the 
House Subcommittee on Na- 
tural Resources studying wa- 
ter pollution, some startling 
evidences of duplication have 
come to my attention. For 
instance, a report outlining 
23 research projects planned 
by the Public. Health Service 
disclosed that all of the proj- 
ects listed were already being 
investigated by other agen- 
cies, one of the projects be- 
ing the subject of research 
by 8 other agencies or depart- 
ments. 

The most extravagant du- 
plications In research are un- 
doubtedly occurring in the 
areas of space an defense 
which account for tho major 
part of tho total research 
budget. - 

The Elliot Committee, nam- 
ed after Representative Carl 
Elliott of Alabama {who spon- 
sored creation of the Com- 
mittee), has received much 
testimony during recent 
months pointing to existing 
deficiencies and suggesting 
means for better correlation 
and coordination, of Federal 
research programs. How- 
ever, the First Progress Re- 
port of the Committee issued 
recently indicates that a 
much more detailed job must 
be done if any substantial 
reduction in research dupli- 
cation is to be accomplished. 

The budget message de- 
livered to the Congrerss last 
month showed that water pol- 
Itulon research is being car- 
ried on by 8 different depart- 
ments and agencies of this 
Federal government, with a 
total annual budget of almost 
$75 million. It is to be ex- 
pected that many more mil- 
lions for water research are 
contained elsewhere in this 
complicated and complex 
budget of almost $08 billion. 

Scientific research is not 
the only area where duplica- 
tion exists. In a recent hear- 



ing conducted by the Sub- 
committee on Legal and Mon- 
etary Affairs on which I 
serve, representatives of the 
office of the Comptroller of 
the Currency and of the Se- 
curities and .Exchange Com- 
mission were vying for con- 
trol of Investments made for 
private pension plans. Our. 
subcommittee issued a report 
recommending an amend- 
ment to the statute to elim- 
inate any question of this 
duplication of control by ex- 
empting the trust funds in 
question from the Federal 
Securities Laws. 
> A measure, which ' was 
aimed at a fuller utilization 
of automatic data processing 
machines by. the various Fed- 
eral departments, passed the 
House of Representatives 
some months ago. ' But it ap- 
pears that the Senate will kilt 
the bill. An obvious explan- 
ation of this result is^hat the 
separate Federal depart- 
ments have applied pressures 
on members of the Senate in 
order to continue their in- 
dependent ownership and 
continue their independent 
control of this expensive 
equipment. 

President Johnson's an- 
nounced aims of economy 
and frugality would receive 
a surprising impetus if he 
would "take off the gloves 
and knock some department 
heads together" to end dupli- 
cations of effort and activity. 
In addition the President and 
the Congress should adopt a 
policy to guard against new 
duplication arising at the 
Federal- level. 

The Bureau of the Budget 
and the Office of Science and 
Technology, botti of which 
serve directly under the Pres- 
ident, have exerted tremen- 
dous Influence in producing 
some semblance of depart- 
mental liaison. But the task 
is a most difficult and stub- 
born one. 

Lack of communication be- 
tween departments in the 
great sprawl of our federal 
government is one cause of 
duplication which can and 
should be solved. Depart- 
mental pride and jealousy, as 
well as personal pettiness, 
should not be countenanced 
where the result is duplica- 
tion of activity and waste of j 
the taxpayers' money. 

The few examples which 
have come to the immediate 
attention of your Represen- 
tative In Congress must be 
considered as mere instances 
of a myriad of duplication 
and overlapping functions in 
our Federal government. 

Unless the Executive De- 
partment is able to make 
substantial improvements, 
the Congress should again act 
as it did several years ago by 
establishing a new "Hoover 
Commission" to reduce dupli- 
cation, waste and inefficien- 
cy in our Federal govern- 
ment. • My colleague Rep- 
resentative Walter Riehlman 
of New York, and I have in- 
troduced bills in this Con- 
gress to carry out this aim.

They feci that he has neg- 
lected his party chores. The 
professionals may not always 
select tile man tlioy wohld 
like to nominate if it Isn't 
the smart tiling to do. (They 
love Bariy). It Is very rare 
that they will permit the 
nomination of someone they 
don't like. Lodge is not' in 
the running.. 

The man who really won 
the New Hampshire primary 
Is Richard Nixon. If Gold- 
water should be nominated, 
a sizeable part of the party 
would not support him. If 
Rockefeller were nominated, 
the Goldwater fans would go 
fishing. There is a very real 
split in the party. Nixon can 
bridge that gap better than 
anyone in the party with the 
exception, perhaps of Scran- 
ton. He is acceptable to both 
sides; he has had experience; 
he lost by a hairline four 
years ago. There aro handi- 
caps, but not serious enough 
for an outright veto. 

Wm. Scranton of Pennsyl- 
vania might have made, it if 
he had wanted It; He is in 
the same position that faced 
Stevenson in 1952.

Common Errors Made 
In Tax Returns 

Mr. E. C. Coylo. Jr., Dis- 
trict Director: of Internal Rev- 
enue in Chicago, has released 
a list of common errors made 
by taxpayers in itemizing de- 
ductions on Federal incorec 
tax returns. The list was 
compiled from records of the 
Internal Revenue Service and 
consists of unallowable de- 
ductions found on returns. 

None of the following ex- 
penses are deductible: Fu- 
neral expenses, water taxes, 
dog licenses, hunting and 
fishing licenses,' social se- 
curity taxes. Federal excise 
taxes on jewelry, tires, gaso- 
line, furs, cosmetics, etc., life 
insurance premiums, title 
fees, fines and penalties, (any 
other item peculiar to the 
district.) 

Mr. Coyle said that when 
a return is audited, any of 
the above deductions must be 
disallowed and the taxpayer 
must pay the difference in 
tax. 

He said that the instruction 
booklet mailed to most tax- 
payers has handy check lists 
of which expenses may be 
deducted.

Bonds Up 

Lake county residents pur- 
chased a total of $.145,381 in 
scries E und II United Stales 
savings bonds in February, 
according to Philip L. Spei- 
del.

At pres- 
ent/ racing is scheduled on 
Sunday nights with "special 
shows'" slated to run on Wed- 
nesday nights later in the "64 
season. ■ 

Parking facilities, refresh- 
ment stands and ticket booths 
have boon added during the 
winter at the local track. 
More than double the pre- 
vious number of spectator 
cars can now be parked and 
admission gates are provided 
on two sides. New rest room 
facilities, have also been add- 
ed on the Belvidcre street 
side. The track is located 
between Washington and Bel- 
vidcre streets just west of 
Green Bay Road. 

To date, more than 80 Lake 
County drivers and car own- 
ers havc-folncd the associa- 
tion with an additional 50 
members from Wisconsin.
